Salix pliylicoldeg And.—A willow, known of late years as^ 
no means rare in Alaska and on the adjacent shores ol 
Eastern Siberia, was first described by Andersson in his pre¬ 
liminary Synopsis ot North American Willows, tinder the 

above name, given in allusion to the manifest resemblance 
which the species bears toS. phvlicifolia. Subsequently, the 

same author divided Seeman’s specimens, upon which ex- 
clusix el\ the species was founded, making of all those which 
exhibited normally developed aments a second new species, 
o. tulciata, and retaining the original name, S. phylicoides, 
or a .single gathering ol a bare half-dozen specimens, all told, 
made by Seem an at “Avvatschka Bay, August, 1848/’ These,
